7.2 Million 
Persons Needed 
For Defense Work 


WASHINGTON, April 27—La­ 
bor Secretary *obin believes the 
nation will need 7.2 million men 
and women for the armed forces 
and for essential defense indus­ 
try production by the latter part 
of 1952. 
Tobiji said 3.2 million of these 
people will have tr be recruited 
from outside the present labor 
force. 
He explained that the remain­ 
ing four million persons will 
have to Le taken from civilian 
industries and from the already 
thin ranks of the unemployed. 
Of the total, between i.4 mil­ 
lion and 1.5 million will go into 
the armed forcer. The rest will 
po into doense 
iniustries to 
boost production 
of 
aircraft, 
tanks, and other weapons and 
military supplies, both for the 
TT S. forces ard those of Allied 
nations. 
Breaking down the manpower 
needs, Tobin said the new work­ 
ers would have to come from 
these sources: 
1. 1.8 million through a nor­ 
mal growth in the population and 
consequently ir. the labor force. 
2. 1.4 million from ranks out­ 
side the present labor force. This 
would consist largely of older 


persons and ,,romen, particularly 
women with grown children. 
3. 600,000 through a reduction 
in unemployed ranks, already 
down 
to 
a 
mere 
job-shifting 
basis. 
4. 3.4 million from non-defense 
industries, many of which are 
voing to have U retrench dras­ 
tically 
because 
the 
materials 
they use will be diverted to de­ 
fense production.

Joshua obeyed, and the Lord 
promised that He would be with 
him always ‘ Be strong and of a 
good 
courage; 
be 
not 
afraid, 
neither br thou dismayed: for the 
Lord thy God is with thee w hith­ 
ersoever thou gocst.” 
A fter Joshua had obeyed the 
Lord, and crossed Jordan, the 


men of the tribes drew lots for the 
parcel* of land. Caleb came to 
Joshua, asking th a t the land of 
Horeb be given to him. He had 
chosen this land 
the best in the 
country 
and was prepared to go 
out and conquer it for himself, 
although it w as hilly land and 
well fortified. 
It was given to him, and he did 
eubdtie it. 
Joshua called all the tribes and 
then elders together, and he re ­ 
minded them of all the Lord had 
done for them, bringing them out 
of Egypt, helping them to over- 
come their enemies. He also re­ 
minded them th at their forefath­ 
ers 
even A braham , before the 
Lord called him 
w o r s h i p p e d 
idols, and warned them against 
th a t 
sin.

had • said, 
Jo sh u a related: 
“And I have given you a land 
for which ye did not labor, and 
cities which ye built not, and ye 
dwell in them ; of the vineyards 
and oliveyards which ye planted 
not do ye eat. 
g | 
' Now therefore fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity and 
tru th : and put aw ay the gods 
which your fathers served on the 
cither side of the flood, and in 
E gypt; and serve ye the Lord." 
Further, Jo sh u a commanded his 
people; 
“Choose 
you 
this day 
whom ye will serve; w hether the 


gods which your lathers served 
th a t were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorite*, 
in whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.’’ 
The people answered, “God for­ 
bid that we should forsake the 
Lord, to serve other gods “ 
Joshua said: “The Lord. He is 
an holy God; He is a jealous God; 
He will not forgive your tra n s­ 
gressions nor your sins. 
“If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then He will 
turn and do you hurt, and con­ 
sume you, after th at He hath 
done you good.” 
The 
people 
answered 
again, 
“Nay, 
but 
we 
will 
serve 
the 
Lord." 
Then Joshua said, "Ye are w it­ 
nesses against yourselves th a t ye 
have chosen you the Lord, to 
serve Him. And they said, 
We 
are witnesses.* " 
So Joshua made a covenant 
with the people and set them a 
statu te and an ordinance, and he 
wrote the words in the book of 
the law. 
The people did keep their al­ 
legiance 
to 
t h e i r 
God 
while 
Joshua lived. When he died they 
buried him in the border of his 
inheritance. 
And 
the 
bones of 
Joseph, who had died in Egypt, 


and which he had requested be 
brought to his homeland, were 
buried in a hill. 
Alas! after Joshua's death, the 
people forsook the Lord and w or­ 
shipped strange gods. They had 
been ordered to destroy or drive 
out the conquered people whose 
lands they took, but they had not 
done so. They had done this in 
part, but in Judges I we read the 
list of peoples th a t were allowed 
to rem ain in the countries, and 
the Israelites lived am ong them. 
An angel of the Lord warned 
them th a t if they did not over­ 
throw the altars of the strange 
gods of these people, th at they 
would become “as thorns in your 
sides, and their gods shall be a 
snare unto you." 
And so it was. As they left the 
service of God to worship the 
idols, Baal and A shtaroth, the 
anger of their God was 
“hot 
against Israel." Nevertheless, the 
Lord raised up judges to keep His 
people from being despoiled, but 
they would not In* saved. 
W hat w as the answ er? We read 
in the last verse of Judges: 
“In those days there was no 
king in Israel: every m an did 
th a t which w as right in his own 
eyes." 
L ater we read how the Lord 
chose a king to rule over this dis­ 
obedient people.
